13 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
14 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

17 @ The Howard County Board consists of [five] SEVEN members.

18 (b) A candidate elected to the County Board shall be aresident and registered

19 voter of Howard County. Any member who no longer resides in Howard County may
20 not continue as a member of the Board.
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1 (o) Members of the Howard County Board shall be elected:

2 D At the general eection every 2 years asrequired by subsection (d) of
3 thissection; and

4 2 From Howard County at large.

5 (d) D () The terms of the members are staggered as provided in this
6 subsection.

7 (i) Each term of office begins on the first Monday in December

8 after the eection of a member and until a successor is elected and qualifies.

9 (2 (i) The term of office of the member elected at the 2002 eection is

10 4 years.

11 (i) The successor to this office shall serve for aterm of 4 years.

22 MEMBER WHO RECEIVES THE LOWEST NUMBER OF VOTES AMONG THE FIVE
23 MEMBERS ELECTED IN THAT ELECTION SHALL SERVE FOR A TERM OF 2 YEARS.

24 2. THE SUCCESSOR TO THE OFFICE FOR THE MEMBER
25 ELECTED AT THE 2006 ELECTION WHO RECEIVES THE LOWEST NUMBER OF VOTES
26 AMONG THE FIVE MEMBERS ELECTED IN THAT ELECTION SHALL BE ELECTED AT

27 THE 2008 ELECTION AND SHALL SERVE FOR A TERM OF 4 YEARS.

3 (2 Before removing a member, the State Board shall send the member a
4 copy of the charges againgt the member and give the member an opportunity within
5 10 daysto request a hearing.

8 may not be set within 10 days after the State Board sends the member a notice of the
9 hearing; and

10 (i) The member shall have an opportunity to be heard publicly
11 before the State Board in the member's own defense, in person or by counsel.

12 4 A member removed under this subsection hasthe right to a de novo
13 review of theremoval by the Circuit Court for Howard County.

15 October 1, 2004.
